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Blind Honiton veteran to march at 

Cenotaph for Remembrance Sunday 



A BLIND Second World War veteran from 
Honiton will be marching at the Cenotaph 
in London this Remembrance Sunday with 
the military charity Blind Veterans UK. 

Ron Wyman, 90, strongly supports Remembrance 
Sunday events following his experiences in the Armed 
Forces and said he is thankful to Blind Veterans UK 
that he can now attend the national commemoration. 

Ron (pictured left) will be marching at the Cenotaph 
in London on Sunday, November 13th with more than 
100 other blind veterans, supported by Blind Veterans 
UK, the national charity for vision impaired ex-ser¬ 
vice men and women. 

Ron joined the Army in 1942 and first trained with 
the Royal West Kents before becoming part of the 
Royal Army Ordnance Corps (RAOC). He was sent 
to India and attached to the Indian Army Ordnance 
Corps. Ron went on to serve as the PA to Major Gen¬ 
eral of Ordnance and travelled around India until he 
left the Army in 1946 as a Sergeant. 

After the Army, Ron worked for Racal, an electron¬ 
ics company making mobile phones and the parent 
company to Vodafone. He worked as a purchasing of¬ 
ficer travelling around the country with large handsets 
to test the strength of signals, which he did until re¬ 
tirement. 

Ron has been blind in his right eye since he was a 
boy due to an accident but he started to lose his sight 
in his left eye 10 years ago. He was diagnosed with 
age-related macular degeneration (ARMD), a leading 
cause in sight loss in older people.

Ron said: “I lost my sight quite gradually. At first I 
only had to give up driving but then I had to give up 
reading books and now I cannot even watch TV. I lis¬ 
ten to TV quizzes now and I guess it’s not too bad as 
there’s not much good on anyway!” 

Ron learned about Blind Veterans UK from a fellow 
veteran supported by the charity whilst playing 
boules. He started receiving free help and support 
from the charity in 2011 and has had training and 
equipment to enable him to live independently with 
sight loss. 

He said: “When you start going blind you don’t re¬ 
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alise what you’re going to miss when your sight gets 
worse. I wasn’t able to see pictures of my family but 
with the CCTV reader Blind Veterans UK provided I 
can enlarge the pictures on a screen so I see them once 
again - it’s absolutely brilliant.” 

Ron also enjoys attending the local Blind Veterans 
UK lunch clubs in Sidmouth and last year went to

THE South West Air¬

Chairman of South

Smith explained: “We 
recently met Blanch 
when we contacted her 
regarding her brother 
Phillip’s war-time 
diary which my col¬ 
league Brian Fernley is 
now transcribing and 


she was explaining 
that she went to school 
at Smeatharpe (where 
we have a centre). 

“One of our friends 
and local supporters 
John Cornish had re¬ 
cently created a local 
history display in our 
Upottery Centre at 
Smeatharpe and my 
colleague Brian re¬ 
membered that we had 
a photograph of the 
school and the chil¬ 
dren. So we showed 
her the photograph 
and lo and behold there 
was Blanch. 

“Another colleague, 
Robin Gilbert, who cre¬ 
ated the photographic 
exhibition with Brian 
Fernley at the heritage 
centre, knew another 
of the children, Pam 
Adams (nee Mitchell). 
So the scene was set, 
and we all decided to 
invite Blanch and her 
husband Alwyn to¬ 
gether with Pam to be 
re-united with the cup 
and the photograph 
and for a private visit 


at the centre.” 

Blanch and Pam ex¬ 
plained that the cup 
was awarded to the 
school for the chil¬ 
dren’s efforts collecting 
waste paper to raise 
money for the war ef¬ 
fort and were fasci¬ 
nated to see the picture 
of themselves that had 
been taken 74 years 
ago. 

Mr Lane-Smith con¬ 
tinued: “Many people 
think history is a dry 
subject but when you 
meet people who were 
alive and who can re¬ 
member and talk to 
you about the history 
it really is something 
special.” 

Mr Lane-Smith added 
that the trust is also

Controlled explosion at college 


A CONTROLLED explosion was carried out at 
Honiton Community College last week. 

In a statement, principal of Honiton Community 
College Glenn Smith explained what happened and 
the steps that the college took to ensure students’ 
safety on November 3rd. 

Mr Smith said: “Recently, the college was alerted 
to some new Health and Safety guidance regarding a 
chemical used in A-level chemistry. The new guid¬ 
ance required us to check the chemical to ensure that 
it had not deteriorated in any way. The Health and 
Safety guidance reassured us that we were keeping 
the chemicals under the correct conditions. 

“However, on November 3rd, the inspection of one 
of the three pots of chemicals showed slight deterio¬ 
ration. As a consequence, the college followed pro¬ 
tocol and contacted a Health and Safety Advisor who 
then recommended that we call the Police. 

“On their visit to the site the police were happy with 
the conditions in which the chemical was kept to 
leave it in situ but did relay information to the Royal 
Navy Bomb Disposal Team. 

“The team attended the college yesterday evening 


where upon they carried out a successful safe disposal 
of all three pots of the chemical. As a matter of fact, 
they have attended numerous similar cases in schools 
across the county and further afield. 

“No one was at risk at any point and the college fol¬ 
lowed all Health and Safety guidance and all proce¬ 
dures given by the police and the Royal Navy Bomb 
Disposal Team. 

“We would like to take the opportunity to praise our 
senior science technician Richmal Shorter for due 
diligence and professionalism throughout. It is reas¬ 
suring for me, as principal of Honiton Community 
College, to know we have a school full of profes¬ 
sional and dedicated people.” 

Acting Inspector of Police in East Devon, Mat 
Helm, took to Twitter following the incident explain¬ 
ing the situation: “Bomb disposal at Honiton Com¬ 
munity College carried out a controlled explosion just 
now [November 3rd] as national safety guidance. We 
did not advise the public first so that we could main¬ 
tain a safe cordon without lots of onlookers. Thanks 
for your understanding.”

both the Buckingham Palace Garden Party and the 
Westminster Abbey Service of Thanksgiving to cele¬ 
brate the charity’s centenary. 

He added: “Blind Veterans UK is marvellous and I 
cannot praise them enough. They’ve helped me in so 
many ways that it was great celebrating 100 years of 
their great work at the two events last year.” 

Speaking on the opportunity to march in the national 
Remembrance Sunday commemorations, he continued: 
“This is the first time I’ll be marching to the Cenotaph 
in London and I’m so grateful to Blind Veterans UK for 
making that possible. The war is so long ago now but I 
still recall what happened. 

“So many people from the Armed Forces lost their 
lives fighting for our freedom and it’s good to think 
about them and all they sacrificed.” 

This November coincides with the 100th anniversary 
of the end of the Battle of the Somme. Blind Veterans 
UK supported more than 250 blinded veterans who lost 
their sight at the Somme. 

Chief Executive of Blind Veterans UK, Major Gen¬ 
eral (Rtd) Nick Caplin CB says: “This year’s Remem¬ 
brance Sunday is particularly poignant as our 
delegation of current blind veterans remember those 
blinded at the Somme but also those who didn’t make 


it back. 

“Today, Blind Veterans UK supports more blind and 
vision-impaired veterans than ever before in the char¬ 
ity’s history and we have set an ambitious target to dou¬ 
ble the number of veterans we support in the next five 
years.” 

Blind Veterans UK is the national charity for blind 
and vision-impaired ex-Service men and women, to 
help veterans discover life beyond sight loss. The char¬ 
ity estimates that there are currently 59,000 blind vet¬ 
erans that would be eligible to access its specialist 
support, most of whom are not currently aware of it.

The Jubilee Federation consists of three primary 
schools who banded together to help maintain high 
standards in teaching and learning and enhance 
pupils’ overall educational experience as well as 
strengthening their financial position. 


More than 400 objections to 
Hawkchurch power station 


A PLANNING application to site a power station in 
Hawkchurch has received more than 400 objec¬ 
tions. 

Plans to build a ‘gas fired energy reserve facility’ 
in land off Stonebarrow Road is currently with plan¬ 
ning officers at East Devon District Council and 
awaiting decision. 

Stor Power Ltd submitted the application, which 
proposes a small scale energy reserve facility of up 
to 20 MW to support provision of local power de¬ 
mand. 

They report that the proposed development will 
be predominantly housed within one main engine 
hall, which could have a maximum footprint of 
45.5m x 20.5m. 

Attached to the hall could be up to ten stacks, 
each 13m in height, which residents claim is higher 
than the church. 

Residents have come out in force to object to the 
proposals - there are currently 420 individual ob¬ 
jections listed on the East Devon District Council 
website - and have branded it “totally inappropri¬ 
ate” and “out of character with the area”. 

Denise Burton, a resident of Hawkchurch, said: “It 
has all been so hush-hush and nobody has been 
able to find out anything really about it. It has been 
done very underhandedly. 

“The farmer [the owner of the field where the fa¬ 
cility is going] knew from April that this was going 


to happen, why weren’t we told anything about it 
when it was considered? 

“We had six days to put in our complaint, so the 
parish council managed to get it extended. 

“How they can do that is beyond me. We have 
been here for 20 years and I don’t know how those 
people could do it. We are their neighbours for 
goodness sake.” 

A number of other objections on the EDDC’s 
planning site highlighted that the site is an Area of 
Outstanding Natural beauty (AONB), the height of 
the building would be detrimental to the landscape, 
the amount of noise from the facility that could af¬ 
fect residents, it is inconsistent with the local plan 
and that the village already has its fair share of re¬ 
newable energy sources with solar farms in the 
area, as well as concerns it will contribute to heavier 
use of commercial vehicles at Hunters Lodge, a 
well-known accident blackspot. 

Jon Antoniou, CEO of STOR Power Ltd, said: 
“Overall it is concluded that the proposed develop¬ 
ment is acceptable in planning terms and meets the 
government’s objectives to ensure that the UK 
continues to support the transition to a low carbon 
economy and to have a safe, secure and reliable 
supply of electricity.”

Rose’s Story 


A FORMER police officer has shared the in¬ 
spirational story of how she transformed her life 
following an unprovoked attack. 

Rose Brunce was living and working in the 
Midlands at the time.

Rose said that her son had so much determina¬ 
tion and happiness when showing her the article 
that he spurred her on to try the weight loss 
plan. 

Eleven months after starting Cambridge, Rose 
had shed 14 stones and was able to go through 
the surgery that led to her learning to walk 
again. This inspired Rose to become a consul¬ 
tant herself. 

Rose then moved to the South West to rebuild 
her life, taking her Cambridge Weight Plan 
business with her to inspire and help others to 
lose weight and live a healthy and happy life. 


Rose is now celebrating her ten years as a 
Cambridge consultant. 

She added: “In the ten years I have introduced 
the Cambridge Weight Plan to the South West, 
I’ve worked in local hospitals fighting diabetes 
and provided safe weight-loss for clients need¬ 
ing joint or heart surgery. 

“When I lost the weight, I also lost type two 
diabetes along with sleep apnoea - and I can 
walk. Like my son said, it can be done - with¬ 
out costing the NHS thousands.”

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Bombed church artefact up for auction 



AN intricately-carved boss from a 
Torquay church destroyed in a 
bombing raid in 1943 will be auc¬ 
tioned by Chilcotts of Honiton. 

The boss - an ornamental carved 
decoration usually found in the 
beams or ribs of a church roof - 
was recovered from the debris of 
the Church of St Mary the Virgin, 
the parish church of St 
Mary church, which was hit by a 
bomb on May 30th, 1943, with a 
tragic loss of life. 

It is thought that the Luftwaffe 
carried out a raid after learning of 
the existence of an RAF Training 
Wing on Torquay seafront, leading 
to the destruction of the church. 
There are various theories about 
the tragedy; one is that during the 
raid an enemy plane was struck by 
anti-aircraft fire, it clipped the 
church spire and the bomb doors 
came open above the church. An¬ 
other suggests that the church was 
simply a casualty as bombs rained 
down on the area. 

Whatever the truth, the church 
was full of children attending Sun¬ 


day School when 
the bombs hit. As 
many as 26 chil¬ 
dren and teachers 
were killed and 
the church was 
destroyed by 
fire; casualties 
might have been 
even worse, but 
seemingly some 
children had 
gone to the beach 
as it was a sunny 
day. Numbers of fatalities have 
never been confirmed, because 
while some children were from 
local families, others were orphans 
from a nearby children’s home. In 
all, over 50 people were killed that 
day in Torquay. 

Auctioneer Duncan Chilcott 
said: “From such horrific devasta¬ 
tion, it is amazing that the boss 
from the church remained intact. 
It was brought to us by a nun 
whose parents gave it to her. The 
boss is made from oak, with beau¬ 
tiful carvings of grapes and vine 


leaves, and is being treated with 
respect during its stay with us.” 

As the church, which had a 
Saxon font, was originally built 
around 1110 AD, the boss is likely 
to be of historical interest. 

“It is very difficult to estimate 
the value, but we hope that this re¬ 
minder of a very tragic piece of 
Torquay’s history finds a home 
where it will be appreciated for its 
significance,” added Duncan. 

The boss will be sold in 
Chilcott’s next Fine Art and An¬ 
tiques sale in Honiton.

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ONCE again thousands poured into Ottery St Mary 
to witness the town’s Flaming Tar Barrels tradition. 

Visitors and residents ducked, dodged and dived 
out of the way of the flaming barrels as the town's 
bonkers tradition went off without a hitch. 

The exact origins of Tar Barrels are unknown but is 
thought to have started around the time of the gun 
powder plot 1605. Various other reasons for the tra¬ 
dition could be the fumigation of cottages, or for 
warning if the Spanish armada was approaching. 

Somewhere along the line someone decided the 
traditional rolling of flaming barrels was tame and 
carrying barrels on your shoulders was far more in¬ 
teresting and so the present tradition was born and 
now Ottery is the only town in the country carrying 
full-sized lighted tar barrels through the streets. 

TTie evening starts off with youngsters in the 
town carrying a small barrel and as the evening 
progresses the barrel and the carriers get bigger 
and bigger.

Students win place at rocket science 
conference with astronaut Tim Peake 



YEAR 12 Colyton Grammar School 
students Sam Gelling and Emeline 
Pearson have gained places at the 
‘Principia’ conference at the Univer¬ 
sity of Portsmouth, for their work in 
the Royal Horticultural Society’s 
Rocket Science initiative. 

Last year, schools in the UK re¬ 
ceived 120 seeds; 60 had been on the 
International Space Station with astro¬ 
naut Tim Peake on his ‘Principia’ mis¬ 
sion, and the other 60 had remained on 
Earth. 

At Colyton, Sam and Emeline, both 
aged 16, assisted Year 9 students in 
growing, testing and recording the be¬ 
haviour of the seeds before sending 
them off to be analysed by a team of 
biostatisticians. 

Sam, from Sidmouth, and Emeline, 


from Lympstone (both pictured 
above), then took their work a step fur¬ 
ther by writing up their findings and 
researching similar studies. Their 
work was sent to the UK Space 
Agency which rewarded them with 
places at the Portsmouth Principia 
Conference in November. 

They will present posters and models 
showing their project to a panel of 
judges, including astronaut Tim Peake, 
who will also be giving talks about his 
time in space. 

Emeline said: “I’m really glad that I 
could be part of this new scientific ex¬ 
periment and am very much looking 
forward to going to the conference and 
maybe meeting Tim Peake himself.”

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From piglets to elephants: talk on animals 
encountered during bankruptcy procedures 


MEMBERS of Axminster Phoenix Ladies Club 
thoroughly enjoyed a talk at a recent meeting 
by official receiver David Peet on his career 
throughout the country and his encounters 
with many animals with whom he came into 
contact during bankruptcy procedures. 

These encounters varied from his time work¬ 
ing in the Dales, including piglets, cattle, sheep, 
to working in London later in his career with 
cats found in fridges or cockroaches and rats 
in dirty kitchens. 

Official receivers have unlimited powers 
when discharging a bankruptcy court order 
and, whilst most people accept the bad news 
as the letter of the law, occasionally some 
could become quite aggressive or even violent. 

A cautionary warning from David was to 
never guarantee somebody’s debt, as you 
could become liable if things go pear-shaped 
and you may have to underwrite the debt. 

Sometimes pet shops had to be closed and 
animals removed and, in the case of farm ani¬ 
mals, found alternative accommodation or be 
sent to slaughter. 

Sadly, some owners leave a herd in appalling 
circumstances and urgent assistance has to be 
sought. 

On a lighter note, David was asked to remove 
some lions from a zoo which would be put 
down if no alternative was found. Thankfully 
an animal dealer in Belgium came to the res¬ 
cue. 

Another animal rescued was a large elephant 
from a circus that went bankrupt that was 
saved from being shot when many people 
throughout the country raised money and 


found Jumbo a good home for life. 

After the talk, the treasurer took bookings 
for the Christmas shopping trip to Cribbs 
Causeway in November and for the Christmas 
;unch at the Victoria Hotel, Sidmouth, in De¬ 
cember. Coaches have been booked for both 
outings.

We all must want to see the area benefit from sensi¬ 
ble progress to ensure local employment opportunities 
for our school leavers. 

Without the road improvements the area will be by¬ 
passed, resulting in East Devon becoming a congested 
and polluted backwater, in which goods and services 
will become more expensive and difficult to obtain. 

The area experienced protests when the existing Ex¬ 
eter to Honiton road was made dual carriageway. It 
now has greatly enhanced the airport access and im¬ 
proved road safety, reducing the pollution which 
arises from slow-moving traffic. The road has already 
blended into the countryside and resulted in a tree- 
lined wildlife corridor, thanks to the imaginative 
planting scheme which replaced far more trees than 
were felled.

Mist and magic 


THE MISTS, magic and mysti¬ 
cism of the Isle of Avalon take 
centre stage at a new exhibition 
opening at Ilminster Arts Centre 
on Monday, October 31st. 
‘Made in Glastonbury’ is a col¬ 
lective of six artists who are 
based in the historic Somerset 
town and who are inspired by 
the beauty and spirituality of the 
area. 

Wildlife artist Sue Allen draws 
on a love of local flora and 
fauna to create her distinctive 
paintings; Sue works in differ¬ 
ent media, her favourite combi¬ 
nation being pastel and ink. 
Ukranian born artist Yulia Allen 
meanwhile has a passion for 
painting on silk, drawing on a 
wide range of time periods and 
styles to create unique works 
that she often makes into deco¬ 
rative items such as pillows. 


Jan Billings has lived on the 
slopes of Glastonbury Tor for 
the past 25 years. She has 
painted the Tor in all its moods 
but her current work incorpo¬ 
rates her affinity with the sea 
and the local landscape into 
multi media mosaics, using nat¬ 
ural materials such as shells, 
slate, beach glass, and gem¬ 
stones. 

Ceramic artist Casey Jon has 
also lived on the slopes of the Tor 
for many years, drawing inspira¬ 
tion from the nature around her. 
“I love to bring beauty into all 
practical things” Casey says, “my 
bowls often find glass dancing 
within them, while wild hares 
and roaring stags sometimes me¬ 
ander onto my creations.” 

Kate Dimambro is known for 
her vibrant and imaginative use of 
acrylic paints; she enjoys painting 


subjects that are, in her words, “a 
bit different”, turning to her trav¬ 
els, as well as fables and legends 
for her source material. 

Stephen Spraggon is a self- 
taught photographer who has 
captured many of Somerset’s 
most beautiful landmarks. His 
images are the result of meticu¬ 
lous advance planning, and 
Stephen often returns to a spot 
several times to capture the best 
light and conditions. 

Through their different ap¬ 
proaches these six artists cap¬ 
ture the timeless essence of very 
special corner of Somerset.

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Folk legend Peter Knight’s 
Gigspanner to play The Beehive 


SINCE his departure from folk-rock pio¬ 
neers Steeleye Span at the end of 2013, 
legendary fiddle player Peter Knight has 
turned his full attention to his trio 
Gigspanner, and in the process has firmly 
established their burgeoning reputation as 
one of the most innovative acts on the 
folk/roots scene, garnering along the way 
a reputation for dismantling traditional 
music and song and reassembling it in an 
intriguing, imaginative and beautiful way. 

Whilst traditional 
music forms the 
bedrock of the trio's 
repertoire, it is the ap¬ 
proach that sets it 
apart...leaving enough 
space within the ar¬ 
rangements to spread 
and stretch the music in 
the moment. 

The stretching of the 
music to embrace other 
influences is what 
makes it appealing not 
only to lovers of folk 
music, but to anyone 
who has an apprecia¬ 
tion of beautiful and in¬ 
spiring music. 

2016 was a fantastic 
year for the trio, with 
Peter receiving Fatea 
Magazine's 'Instrumen¬ 
talist of the Year' Award 
and also the ‘Best Mu¬ 


sician’ in the inaugural folking.com 
Awards as voted for by the concert going 
public. 

In April, Gigspanner were invited by 
BBC Radio 3 to perform at the Shake¬ 
speare 400 Celebrations in Stratford- 
upon-Avon as part of the ‘Shakespeare 
and Music’ concert, hosted by Verity 
Sharp. 

Their 2015 album ‘Layers of Ages’ has 
featured on several ‘Album of the Year’ 


listings including The Telegraph, R2 
magazine, and BBC Radio. 

Peter is joined by Roger Flack on guitar 
and Vincent Salzfaas on Percussion, both 
of whom are powerful and intelligent mu¬ 
sicians in their own right.

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5 TIPS FOR MULTI-GENERATIONAL HOMES

1. It's important to think through all your fam¬ 
ily's needs when adapting and expanding your 
home, because doing the wrong home improve¬ 
ments can be an expensive mistake. I know a 
couple, for example, who are trying to force 
their starter home into being a family home now 
that they have three children. They've converted 
the loft into a bedroom and built a home office 
in the back garden, but the office takes up half 
the garden and the house is top heavy, with too 
many bedrooms for the amount of living space 
downstairs. They've spent a lot of money, but not 
necessarily on the right home improvements - or 
the right house.

2. Open-plan living space (usually a kitchen- 
diner/family room) is what most families want 
because it's great for entertaining and enables 
everyone to be together, but doing different 
things if they want. The key to successful open- 
plan space is to divide it into different 'zones', so 
you have clearly defined areas for cooking, din¬ 
ing, sitting, studying, etc. Open-plan kitchen- 
diners/family rooms are often achieved by 
knocking two or more rooms into one and 
adding a ground-floor extension, which isn't 
cheap but can be a lifesaver in busy multi-gen¬ 
erational homes. Separating living space, such 
as a more formal sitting room away from the 
hustle and bustle of family life, can also be ideal 
for some family members. 


3. If you have three or more generations living 
under one roof, dividing up the house horizon¬ 
tally for sleeping is often the best solution. Hav¬ 
ing mum and dad in a loft conversion with an en 
suite, the kids on the first floor with the family 
bathroom, and the grandparents on the ground 
floor with a bathroom, shower room or wet 
room, is a great arrangement, if there's enough

space. Loft conversions can be done success¬ 
fully in all sorts of homes, but finding space for 
a ground-floor bedroom and bathroom, shower 
room or wet room can be more of a challenge. 

4. A downstairs cloakroom, comprising a toilet 
and basin, is a must in family homes, and some¬ 
times even a small cloakroom can be turned into 
a shower room or wet room for elderly family 
members who struggle to get up the stairs. When 
the cloakroom is too tiny for a shower tray, opt 
for a wet room, where the whole room effec¬ 
tively becomes the shower tray. The only prob¬ 
lem is that wet rooms can be expensive because 
of the waterproofing and tiling involved. 


5. Many homes have a separate loo and bath¬ 
room. This is a dated layout, but can work better 
in multi-generational homes than knocking the 
two rooms together, because a separate loo can 
still be used when someone's in the bathroom. 
Separate loos rarely have basins, though, so fit¬ 
ting a small one, such as the Wickes Mode Com¬ 
pact Vanity Unit with Basin (£200, Wickes), is 
a really good idea. Nothing can lead to family 
tensions more than queues for the loo or shower, 
especially when everyone's getting ready at the 
same time, so getting the plumbing right can go 
a long way to creating multi-generational har¬ 
mony.

HOW-TO TIP 


Once the tin's opened, oil-based paints soon 
develop a visible 'skin' on top, so make sure you 
remove it before stirring the paint or you'll get 
bits in it, which is very annoying when you use 
it. A similar thing can happen with water-based 
paints, although you won't be able to see the 
skin. Keep the lid on tightly as much as possible 
and a skin shouldn't form, but if it does and the 
paint's full of bits, try straining it.
